Tile boy wore high shoes, which 
his father had never know n him to wear 
and partly accounts for the failure of 
M r. Roesner to recognize his son T hurs­ 
day. 


Thursday m orning, the section men of

They took the body to the Palatine de­ 
pot, where it was seen by m any and a 
search of the pockets gave no clew to the 
identity of the m an. 
Danielson took the 
boily in charge and nothing further hav­ 
ing developed by Saturday to explain the 
m ystery, deputy Coroner Julian im panel­ 
ed the following jury H. II. Schoppe, J. 
H. Schierding, S. B. Hastings, G. F. M at­ 
thew W in. G arm s, H erm an Tim m erm ann 
They returned the verdict, “ th at the de­ 
ceased came to his death on or about the 
23rd. day of November on the right-of- 
way of the C. & N. W. Ry, % mile east 
of the village hall by shock and injuries 
caused by falling,

or being 
throw n from a train, south bound on the 
23rd. day of November, said train be­ 
longing to the said N orthw estern R ail­ 
road.”

for Palatine and for some reason did not 
alight at the depot.

, father, he cam e to A m erica w hen two 
years old. 
T hey lived in C hicago u n ­ 


til 14 years ago when they moved to 
P alatine w here they have lived since. 
Fred was confirm ed in the St. P a u l’s 
church by Rev. H offraeister, M arch 27, 
1904. 
H e has alw ays lived with his 
father except when w orking on neigh­ 
boring farm s. 
T he funeral was held 
T uesday afternoon at the S t. P a u l’s 
church.

.H A V E Just quit forty 
of 
m ost magnificent dogs rn the 
world—as 
big 
as 
calves, 
as 
husky as bears, as intelligent as 
folks, ae pedigreed as princes, as 
m eritorious as saints, 
and as 
pure and plain-living as 
th eir 
m asters, the Augustine canons. 
who, a lte r fifteen years of a 
clim ate th a t is nine m onths ice 
and snow, 
break 
down com­ 
pletely, with swelled joints, im­ 
poverished 
blood 
and 
chronic 
rheum atism . 
T he dogs are as aristocratic as the kings 
who in the m iddle ages sent them collars of 
gold; because the first B ernards, their ances­ 
tors, were already on the spot, aiding tra v ­ 
elers in an am ateurish way, when St. Bernard 
de M enthon w ent up from Aosta and founded 
th e Hospice, A D. 962. 
T heir ancestors, bear- 
fighting dogs of old C harlem agne’s rourt. had 
been left with 
certain 
m ountaineer chiefs, 
am ong other paym ent for aid and neutrality, 
by an feariicr Bernard, uncle of Charlem agne, 
w hen he m arched an arm y by this route A. D 
773. 


T hus the great dogs of im perial court race 
w ere n ea r the spot when St. Bernard and his 
com panions built their famous refuge at the 
apex of the pass; and to understand their evo­ 
lu tio n —why the good m onks began training 
them not to be like other dogs 
they m ust have 
an idea of this m ajestic short-cut of antiquity 
from north E urope into Italy. 
Nowadays the tunnels take you through by 
rail, in three-quarters of an hour, but before 
such m odern engineering wonders it was dif­ 
ferent. 
W hy has N apoleon’s—or H annibal’s— 
passage of the Alps rem ained so striking? Be­ 
cause a great army, with its baggage, camp 
m aterial, supplies, cannons 
and am m unition 
ca rts or yet m ore ponderous elephants. Irrupted 
unexpectedly or. the fertile plains of the south 
They fell. really, from the clouds—the clouds 
hanging round the snow capped wall of m oun­ 
tain s! 
Otherwise, Napoleon m ust have led 
his arm y round by the M editerranean, inter 
m inable journey th a t would have surprised 
nobody. 
Otherwise, 
Hannibal, 
w andering with his 
hundreds of w ar elephants from Spain up into 
F ran ce would have been obliged to wander 
back or stay there. 
Instead, he followed the 
R hine valley to the en tran ce of the G reat St 
B ernard, climbed th*3 grand old road, up, up to 
its snow and ice. elephants and all. and de­ 
scended on the vines and fig trees of Capua. 
to the im m ense surprise of the Romans. 
T he first arm y to risk it was a Gaulish one. 
150 years before Hannibal. 
The Rom ans used 
it as early as B. C. 105; and the m onks pre­ 
serve tablets that record the passage of vari­ 
ous legions. 
After the foundation of Aosta. 
B. C. 23. it becam e frequented by travelers and 
tra d e rs— a Tem ple of Jupiter actually stood 
at the top. where now rises the gigantic statue 
of St. Bernard. 
Roman em perors improved 
th e road, notably Constantine. A. D. 339. Later, 
b arb arian hordes fell on the em pire from its 
heights; but In the anarchy of the early dark 
ages it becam e one of the most traveled and 
securest routes of Europe, policed by m oun­ 
ta in chiefs taking m oderate to ll—whence the 
big dogs of C harlem agne’s uncle. 
So. when St. Bernard founded his Hospice 
a t the top, and collected a pack cf the dogs’ 
d escen d an ts—already 
evolved 
to 
precious 
m ountain friends of m an —it w'as to succor 
trav e lers at the critical point 
of a unique 
highw ay in the clouds. 
There 
were other 
short-cut passes, hut none so improved by art 
and continual traffic. 
Even today, in spite of 
th e railw ay tunnels, the Great St. B ernard is 
annually d o s s e d by 17,000 poor 
pedestrians 
In the early days, the richer the travelers, 
th e m ore substantially they showed their grati 
tude. 
During the middle ages the m onastery 
becam e very w ealthy. 
Kings and em perors 
m ade it grants. 
Passing nobles and rich m er­ 
chants jettie d annuities on it. 
And princesses 
em broidered collars in clofh-of-gold for the big 
dogs——a1 re s dy of ancient descent from C harle­ 
m ag n e’s 
court—co ncerning w'hose 
unearthly 
intelligence and goodness all kinds of stories 
w ere rife. 
Personal friends of m ine had an adventure 
w ith the dogs last May. 
H earing it to be a 
sporting “E nglish” trip to go sleighing over the 
G reat St Bernard after a considerable m elting 
of the snow's m akes the thing possible, they 
started off very P arisian trio— retired fashion­ 
able ladies* tailor of the rue Royale. 
Paris, 
his wife and his mother-in-law, weight and 
girth increasing in the order m entioned. 
At Marti guy, in full bloom of peach and 
cherry blossoms, they took a four-horse car­ 
riage up the already dusty road, through the 
ravine of the Prance, the rocky gorge, the te n ­ 
der spring buds and the woods, the tunnel, and 
on 
up 
through 
S em brancher— w here 
the 
stopped to cool with b ee r—past ruined cha­ 
teaux and over old stone bridges, the P rance 
aw ay down below, often invisible, and all de­ 
lightful. springlike, and their h e a rts sang as 
they went up, like the skylark. 
* 
* 
* 
They 
exclaim ed in wonder as they began to get 
views of Mt. Velan with its glaciers and snow ­ 
fields m erging into an all-snow world begin 
ning up there, ju st above them —so different 
from 
the scene In 
August. 
On th e great 
curve beyond Liddes village, they felt chilly 
Beyond the T o rren t de la Croix they struck 
enow. and at Bourg St. Pierre the sleigh was 
w aiting for them. 
T he sleigh had been engaged by telephone; 
and by the sam e m eans the good m onks wrould 
have a hot dinner and fires all ready in th eir 
bedrooms. 
Jingling gaily across the Gorge of 
th e Valsorey with its deep snow banks unraelt- 


-ex* 


ed. they 
chatted 
of Napoleon’s superhum an 
difficulties in getting 30,000 men, cannon and 
camp baggage over th at historic sticking pot 
in the sam e m onth of May, the year 1800 
They were doing it beautifully in a light three- 
horse sleigh without baggage; but the modern 
road, hewn in the rock, avoids the old steep, 
slippery 
route, 
scarcely 
m arked by jagged 
stones sticking out of the ice. 
It m ust have 
been a 25 per cent, incline. 
They had struck nothing worse than 7 per 
cent.; and through the forest beyond it was 
often alm ost level, the snow well packed. 
A 
favorable moment! 
Beautiful sleighing! 
Ex­ 
hilarating adventure! Up! up! Five per cent., 
sir. 
They jingled through a long defile and 
up Into vast boulder-strewn pastures shrouded 
in white, like great ghosts. How different from 
a common diligence trip in August, with hur­ 
rahing tourists! 
They still affirm th a t a three- 
horse sleigh can take three restaurant-fattened 
Parisians and a beer-swelled driver up inclines 
of 7 and 8 per cent, with strength and beauty, 
had not a blizzard struck them just before the 
Cantine de Proz. 
“ Five 
m ore 
miles 
to 
climb,’’ 
they said 
there, “better hurry! 
We shall telephone the 
canons.” 
This is where they always telephone 
for help to come down from the Hospice, in 
bad w eather; but their fat sleigh man had 
swigged his birsch-and-hot-water placidly, re­ 
fused an extra horse and man. and started 
them off with confidence. 
This is why they 
were soon floundering in a blizzard that dark­ 
ened the sun like night, at the entrance to a 
black defile, past “ precipices” th at “turned 
their 
stom achs.” 
W ith 
a jolt, the sleigh 
stopped. 
tv. 
“Must w ait.” said the fat sleigh man, blanket­ 
ing his horses 
“W here are wTe ? ” 
“At the Pas de Marengo, th ree miles below 
the Hospice.” 
“Drive on!" 
“Go b ack !” 
“Armand, he’ll take us over a precipice. 
I 
can't see two yards ahead I” 
To all of which the driver, lifting the faTIing- 
top, covered them with rugs, and lighting his 
pipe, answ ered briefly: 
“T hey’ll come.” 
“Never will I forget that half-hour while the 
sleigh was being snowed under in the black 
twilight of th at blizzard.” says the mother-in- 
law of the wmrId famed rue Royale concern 
“And never was I so glad to see human be­ 
ings as those three splendid big dogs that 
advanced to us formally, gravely out of the 
twilight 
I cannot think of them as dogs. They 
were m ore than persons. 
They seem ed super 
natural creatures come to save us, p erfec t^ 
safely, perfectly easy! 
Our confidence 
was 
complete. 
We understood their meaning, when 
they ranged them selves th ree abreast, just far 
enough ap art for us two women to walk be­ 
tween. leaning on their backs! 
Armand took 
an outer edge 
T he driver showed him.* 
Up they advanced, dragged, sustained and 
cheerfully encouraged by the dogs alone, as 


they affirm, for a mile and 
a half, the driver leading 
his 
horses 
behind, and 
keeping mighty close. Ile 
left the sleigh and valises 
—it was no m om ent for 
fancy 
work. 
When 
the 
good canon and his two 
brown brothers, with rein­ 
forcem ents of four more 
dogs, came hurrying after 
the canine first aid. it was 
possibly 
a 
little earlier 
than they rem em ber. The 
two miles or m ore of IO 
per cent, 
climb 
up the 
long 
windings, 
over the 
dreary Comb of the Dead 
and 
through 
the 
ava­ 
lanche gallery, seem s to 
them a fantastic dream of 
blizzard and darkness. I he 
two men held the mother- 
in-law straddled on one of the horses, with the 
g reatest 
difficulty. 
Armand 
and 
madame, 
dragged along by a big dog under each arm ­ 
pit, “just loved the noble creatures. 
Only when they arrived at the Hospice did 
they realize that they had no pajam as. 
I heir 
clothes were soaked and frozen. 
In a dream 
they were led to two big bedrooms with two 
bid wood fires 
blazing * * * and a big brown 
brother calling through the keyhole that they 
would “find a change of gowns on the chair- 
backs.” They were m onks’ gowns, of scratchy, 
thick brown woollen stuff th at “tickled” the 
two ladies so th at they “ate their soup and 
w ent to sleep laughing.” * * * 
The next afternoon—the driver having res 
cued his sleigh, sent up their valises by por­ 
ter, and himself returned to Bourg St Pierre 
long before— they wrent dowm the 2. 6. 8 and Id 
per cent, slopes of the Italian side in a regular 
service sleigh and dashing style and taking 
the terrific descents of 18 to 25 per cent with 
“sleigh brakes that hold safer than an auto­ 
mobile.” 
Although they found the Pass alive 
with service m ovem ent, mostly local, they con­ 
sider them selves great sports and “advise no 
one to repeat the exploit." 
As to the dogs, 
they will “send them a present of 500 francs 
every year.” 
As the first year has not yet 
elapsed, it rem ains to be seen if they turn out 
m ore grateful than the average tourist; but I 
believe they did leave $10 in the alms box. 
It is a painful subject. 
To m erely see the 
dogs on the spot and learn of thc-ir deeds is 
worth any m an's $10. even in August. 
And, 
quite apart, is the question of board and lodg­ 
ing. 
The Hospice consists of two vast agglom era­ 
tions of buildings in the bottom of a cup-like 
space surrounded by the terrific snow-covered 
peaks. 
Yet it is the top of the pass, so high 
that everyone is incommoded 
in 
breathing 
after a little exertion—no one knows why; but 
the am osphere is m ore rarefied and colder 
than that of any other pass, altitude for alti­ 
tude, by a technical 500 m eters. 
True. It Is 
higher than the Simpson or Mf. Penis; but it 
is lower than the Stolvie or Great GIIibier— 
all of which I have done, iii auto, with none of 
the inconvenience in breathing experienced 
around the G reat St. Bernard Hospice. 
W ithout the Hospice, the 17.000 poor pedes­ 
trians would be in a wretched, even dangerous 
p lig h t 
They regularly sleep at night and eat 
two m eals gratis. 
W ithout the Hospice. 6,000 well-to-do pleas­ 
ure tourists, who annually "do” the Great St. 
Bernard in July, A ugust and Septem ber by 
way of diligences, service-breaks and private 
carriages would find it a much less “rom antic 
and delightful adventure.” with perhaps some 
pain»ul inconveniences. 
For one thing, they w'ould have to pay W hen 
a break-load arrives, they ring the bell in the 
ancient porch and ajfe welcomed by one of 
the abbes or canons as guests of a chateau 
Automobiles not being perm itted on the SwMss 
side. the all-horse locomotion of this pass 


m akes a stay over night at th e top practically 
necessary. 
With old-fashioned 
courtesy the 
tourists are conducted to their rooms by an 
abbe, and after m eals are showm round the 
church, the kennels and museum, quite as 
guests in a country house. 
N ever a hint of 
pay. 
Even,- tourist know s—it is universal con­ 
versation and all guide books tell it—th a t each 
tourist ought to put into the alm s box at least 
w'hnt he (or she) would have to pay at a hotel. 
All tourists sim ilarly know in advance that 
the Hospice has grown poor in modern times 
by continuing to feed, warm and lodge 23,000 
mingled rich and poor annually—the grants, 
rents and annuities that once m ade it rich 
having shrunk and dwindled 
This being so, 
w hat do you im agine the 6,000 g&y and arro­ 
gant tourists last sum m er put into the alms j 
box? 
Less than 1,000 would have paid at a 
hotel! 
T h at is to say. an average of one tour 
ist in six paid up honestly. 
The rest sneaked 
It. 
This is not why the dogs have a far-away, 
almost disdainful look. 
They do not know why 
they are alm ost hard up for their soup and 
biscuits. 
Once they wore gold collars; now 
they go about, contentedly in leather dotted 
with brass nail-heads. 
They do not even know 
th a t rich tourists have tried to buy them for 
large sum s— w’hich the good canons gently re­ 
fused; they would never send their dog friends 
down to pant and pine in the thick, hot air of 
the plain 
They disdain nobody 
They simply 
do not like our sm ell—the smell of overheated, , 
overfed, gross tourist bodies, burning oxygen 
and letting off poisonous gases like a furnace. 
T heir friends, the abbes, brothers and cleRn- 
smelllng wood choppers of the heights are 
pltAn livers, trained down, all muscle, their 
very clothes free from the grease and microbes 
of the festering plain. 
How. then, if they i 
avoid us. are they willing to bound off through 
snow and night 
and 
hunt out—w’hat they 
smell so easily, 
so 
far 
aw ay—th e strong- ; 
scented denizen of low altitudes in distress? 
In men it would be railed professional ardor. 
In these dogs we call it atavism . 
Since St. j 
Bernard de Menthon collected the pack in the I 
year A D. 962, almost, a thousand years have | 
elapsed. 
Generation after 
generation, back I 
through the centuries the sam e patient tra in ­ 
ing, exclusive com panionship of wise men, ab- j 
sence of outside foolishness and distractions. 1 
have made it a race of dogs apart. 
T here are j 
plenty of St. B ernards up and down the valley; I 
but they are degenerates from the overflow. 
The dogs of the Hospice, for example, take t 
their orders only from the abbes, or canons, j 
not the brown brothers ("m arronniers”) w’ho 
live with them, feed them, and for whom they 
have the greatest affection 
Yet before start- ! 
ing on an expedition, an abbe has the chief j 
dogs up before him. one by one. 
It passes in 
absolute silence, very queer. 
When the pure- 
minded, strong-souled, trained-down, unworldly 
m an looks into his eyes, what passes into the 
subconscious being of the clean living, high­ 
bred, human-companioned animal of the thin 
air and lonely h eig h ts* 
\ 
Two Hospice dogs have crouched beside an 
exhausted wayfarer, snuggling close to him 
on each side to keep him warm while the third 
dog ran back. to lead th e “caravan" of rescue 
to the spot. 
Such a trio of scouts have barked contin­ 
uously in the ears of a weakening, stum bling 
traveler to keep him awake. 
Two trudged 
so close to him on each side as to warm and 
hold him upright 
while the third buffed him 
along from behind a good five m inutes before 
dashing back to bring the caravan. 
Any visitor in 
snow 
time is given 
the 
privilege to w ander off and hide behind a drift 
— as far as. he 
pleases, 
covering his tracks 
at pleasure. 
Then an abbe will take 
a new 
bunch of six dogs from the kennels, 
merely 
show them your handkerchief in his uplifted : 
h an d —of course they get the scent—and off 
they go. circling, harking, as at a game. 
After 
tw'o erieles of the Hospice, at the 
most, run- , 
ning with their noses in the air like a French 
deer hound, they have your trail and follow 
it straight to where you are waiting to be 
rescued. 
Then you get your second surprise 
Instead of digging you out and offering you 
a drink of brandy and w ater from the canteens

turn-over collar 
and jabot 
is 
shown here, m ade of a sheer law’n 
handkerchief 
edged 
with a narrow 
Cluny insertion and a Val lace edging. 
It is very simply constructed. 
Cut off from one side of a lace-edged 
handkerchief a strip three inches wide 
and divide this strip into two equal 
parts. 
Make a straight band of mull 
three inches wide and of the required 
length and hem it all round with a 
quarter-inch hem. 
Sew to one edge 
of this strip the two short lace-edged 
strips cut from the handkerchief, tu rn ­ 
ing the corners to the m iddle of the 
strip. 
Allow the lace edges to over­ 
lap at this point. 
T urn in all raw 
edges and hem down. 
Lay the 
re­ 
m ainder of the handkerchief in small 
side plaits, forming a jabot, and sew 
to the low er edge of the neck band at 
the center. 
To m ake a plain turn-over collar 
Rnd cuffs select a sheer, dainty hand-

ner is used to m ake the pocket. 
Sew­ 
ing aprons a re m ade of larger hand­ 
kerchiefs gathered to a waist band. 
The bottom is turned up and stitched 
down 
to 
form 
three 
pockets

One large handkerchief will m ake a 
pair of oversleeves for office 
wear. 
Double a m a n ’s 
handkerchief 
tw ice 
and cut the sleeves by the lower p art 
of a coat sleeve pattern.

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ROCK RIVER ASSEMBLY ACTS 


Mr. Dickson, W ho Is Candidate for 
Governor, Appeals Direct to Min­ 
isters to 
W ork 
W ith 
General 
Conference Delegates to Ro- 
verse Hostile Attitude. 


At the recent meeting, in Joliet, of 
the Rock River Conference of Lay 
Delegates, representing all the Meth­ 
odist churches In Cook county and 
northern Illinois, considerable excite­ 
ment was caused by an apparently 
harmless little resolution introduced 
by George E. Dickson of New Lenox, 
111. 
This conference met for the pur­ 
pose of electing eight delegates to the 
general conference of the Methodist 
church, which meets every four years, 
and is the legislative body of the 
church. 
It sits at Minneapolis during 
the month of May, next year, and will 
elect several bishops of the church, in 
addition to revising the church dis­ 
cipline, and has complete authority 
over all the interests of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, including the vast 
publication enterprises and missionary 
work throughout the world. Mr. Dick­ 
son was not a candidate tor delegate 
to the general conference, but took 
occasion to introduce a resolution in­ 
structing the Rock River delegates 
to the general conference to work and 
vote in the general conference next 
May for a rule requiring the authori­ 
ties in control of the various publica­ 
tion and building interests 
of 
the 
church to employ union labor. 
The committee on resolutions, head­ 
ed by James B. Hobbs, a Chicago mil­ 
lionaire and ex-president of the Chi­ 
cago Board of Trade, reported adverse­ 
ly on the resolution. Notwithstanding 
this action, Mr. Dickson moved the 
adoption of the resolution and a spir­ 
ited debate followed, in which 
Mr. 
Dickson reviewed the history of the 
recent conflict of the church with the 


Book Concern, which is maintained as 
a strictly anti union shop. 
Mr. Dickson then asks the minis­ 
ters to whom his letter is addressed 
to look at the m atter from another 
viewpoint. There are in Illinois alone 
over 400,000 men wrho are members of 
trade unions. With their families this 
makes up a total of two million people. 
Among these union men are 72,000 
coal miners, and in Chicago, the men 
in the building trades unions alone 
number over 74,000 and in the print­ 
ing trades of Chicago there are 32,000. 
Regardless of what individuals may 
do, trie church 
as 
an 
organization 
should, in Mr. Dickson’s judgment, of­ 
ficially recognize this vast army of 
union workmen and thus establish a 
friendly relationship, which, in effect, 
will again open the doors 
of 
the 
church to these people. 
They con­ 
stitute the best class of workmen in 
America, but are kept out of any af­ 
filiation with the church because of 
the hostile attitude of the church as 
an organization to labor unions. 
In closing his letter, Mr. Dickson 
says: “If you are in sympathy with 
this movement, won’t you say so to 
your general 
conference 
delegates? 
An opportunity tor a great forward 
movement of the church is present in 
this proposition and I believe that if 
the facts are made known, the gen­ 
eral conference will, 
by 
an 
over­ 
whelming 
vote, agree to recognize 
union labor.” 
In announcing the candidacy of Mr. 
Dickson for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion for governor of Illinois at the 
spring primaries, “The Public,” Chi­ 
cago, in the current issue, refers to 
him as “a democratic Democrat and 
an advocate of the initiative and ref­ 
erendum.” 
“The Commoner,” Bryan’s 
paper, 
published at Lincoln, Neb., refers to 
him in the same manner and devotes 
nearly a column to a favorable review 
of his record. 
Mr. Dickson is a lawyer and lives 
on a farm at New Lenox in Will 
county. 
He was born near Flora in 
Clay county, forty-four years ago. In 
recent years he has given his atten­ 
tion to insurance and insurance law 
and is president of a large 
cideat 
insurance company, whose 
Chicago 
office is at 19 South LaSalle street.

The resolu­ 
tion was lost by the narrow margin of 
twenty votes in a total of three hun­ 
dred. 
Not satisfied with the course pur­ 
sued by the conference in dealing with 
his resolution, Mr. Dickson addressed 
a letter to each of the two thousand 
Methodist ministers In Illinois, calling 
attention to the fact that, according 
to a report submitted to the confer­ 
ence, there has been a growth of less 
than one member per church In the 
United States during the past year. 
He states that one does not have to 
look far, in his Judgment, to find the 
reason: The Methodist church Is turn­ 
ing its back on labor. 
Mr. 
Dickson 
asserts 
that 
trade 
unionism stands In Illinois for an eight 
hour day; for abolition of child labor; 
for equal pay to women for equal 
work; for safer working conditions in 
factories and work shops of the state; 
for fair compensation to injured work­ 
men; for effective measures to eradi­ 
cate occupational diseases; for aboli­ 
tion of Sunday work, etc. 
He then asks if that is a program 
to 
disturb 
the 
Methodist 
church? 
Doesn’t It seem that the church should 
Join hands with organized labor In the 
interest of such measures? 
At least 
the church should lend its moral sup­ 
port and when it employs workmen, 
as in its publication and building en­ 
terprises, it should, he believes, en­ 
courage the work the unions are do­ 
ing, by hiring union workmen, when 
they can be had. 
Were it not for the double time de­ 
manded by trade unions for Sunday 
work. such work would be general. It 
is only the non-union 
man that is 
worked on Sunday without increased 
pay and without protest and Mr. Dick­ 
son fails to see any decent reason 
for the present 
solicitude 
of 
the 
church for him. 
Mr. Dickson further declares the un­ 
organized workmen are doing little, if 
anything, for humanity as a whole. 
They do not and cannot effect any im­ 
provement in working conditions, and, 
while they usually get the benefit of 
union hours of labor and the union 
scale of wages or even higher, as In 
the case of strike-breakers, they con­ 
tribute nothing to the maintenance of 
the organization which 
makes 
the 
union scale possible. 
They reap the 
benefits of the sacrifices and labor of 
their unselfish brothers, even after 
they have hamstrung and handicapped 
the union in every way possible in its 
struggle. 
Thus they often play the 
traitor in their selfish zeal, while the 
union is dedicated to the principle 
that “an injury to one is the concern 
of all.” 
Such non-union workmen, enjoying 
union hours and union wages won by 
others, and entirely unmolested, are 
employed today 
by tile Methodist 


Ever Have a Trade Dollar. 
A trade dollar, of course, never was 
current coin. 
It was made expressly 
for the use of traders in the Orient 
who were often compelled to use Mex­ 
ican dollars In paying for wares pur­ 
chased in China, Japan and the Phil­ 
ippines. 
About 36,000,000 trade dol­ 
lars were coined and shipped. 
They 
were never as popular as the Mexican 
dollars, because they did not contain 
as much pure silver. 
In time, when 
silver became very cheap, both the 
Mexican and American trade dollars 
had to be withdrawn. 
In the mean­ 
time something like 8,000,000 of them 
found their way to this country and 
became mixed up with the circulation. 
Congress, for the relief of innocent 
persons, passed a law making them 
redeemable with standard silver dol­ 
lars for six months. This very nearly, 
but not quite, cleaned them up. 
The 
trade dollar Is intrinsically 
worth 
about 50 cents today. It is larger than 
the so-called standard silver dollar.
